The very magnitude of ih»» task, and the largo numbers of people engag¬ 
ed. roll tor the taking of pr» cautious against accidents. "Safety First" should 
b the motto or all As a writer in the \morloan Red Cross Courier saya, 
then* Is no argument against safety. No one ever heard of safety filling hos¬ 
pital.- or graves, or destroying properly, or resulting In loss of any kind. It 
Is the failure to exercise due cap Un, that causes these disasters. 

Not a year passes but the annual Western harvest takes its toll of life, 
of oilo r crippled and maimed for life, of property destroyed. The practice 
oi *■ Safety First" will prevent most oi these calamities. 1 • 

Millions of acres of ripened gtains and grasses present untold posslblll- 
ti» ' o« lo.-is If every care is rot exercised to prevent fires from starting. Once 
narted there is no telling to what awful dimensions they may spread, result- 
in..: in b - ■ not only of crop., but o* homes and other possessions and possibly 
li • it sell. It may require ? little extra time and labor to take proper pre¬ 
cautions, but it is the cheapest possible form of insurance. 

Limioi*. mowers, threshing machine outfits are powerful agents not only 
l<»i haivr.i operations, hut for cutting off arms and legs if care is not exer¬ 
cis'd to k* • p out of the w;n of such moving machinery. Wherever possible 
cogwheels, moving belts, knives and gears should be protected, not that they 
n • •! protection, but because the workers need to bo protected from them. It 
should be borne in mind by the employing farmer that many of his harvest 
help may have had no previous experience about, or in the handling of ma¬ 
chinery. 

The Ftinighi-tliinkliiR man respects safety; ho knows its real value. Down 
through the ages this has been revealed over and over again.' It Is the fool 
who rusl-.es in where angels fear to tread, who forges ahead regardless of 
eons* quencea to hitus«>lf or his fellowmen. Speed is all right in its place, ’ 
, but Its place is not in attempting a level crossing in front of an approaching 
express train. Nor is it in saving the time necessary to plough a fireguard. 

The former who ai great labor and expense ploughed his fields, sowed 
seeds, has seen his crop pass safeP through all the vicissitudes of weather, 
insured it against hail, and provided the machinery and help to harvest It, will 
no; now in the final rush of harvest operations, if he is wise, neglect any pre- 
cauii hat can in* taken to protec' It, or the men harvesting it. front disaster. 

Rut It is not the rarnifli* alone who should give heed to the fact that there 
1* no argument against sa f ety. Several thousand elevators are manned and 
ready to inko in tin* grain.* They will be worked at high pressure, and un¬ 
der such renditions there 1? always the danger of a lessening of vigilance. It 
1 better to be sale than sorry. 

And as the grain Is marketed the busy time for the railway* and their 
armies of employees is reached. Weeks have been spent,in putting roadbed, 
motive power, rolling stork into first-class shape to nuet the .strain.

8om» Facta Concerning Agricultural 
and Dairy Products of Province 
In u recent address to the St, Donl* j 
face Klwanls Club, J. H. Evans, deputy 
minister of agriculture* for Manitoba, 
gavo some facts concerning the agrl 
cultural and dairy produett of the 
province duilng the past CO years.- 
"In 1876 Manitoba made her first ex* 
port of wheat, u matter of 86/ 
bushels," paid Mr. Evans. "Today 
tho province has'8,000,000 acres under 
cultivation, and In one year has pro¬ 
duced 06,000.000 bushels of wheat." 

"Fifty years ago people were try¬ 
ing to work out a programme of farm 
practice In tho province which would 
enable them to make a living. To¬ 
day, Manitoba has a population of 612,- 
000 with 2,200 schools in which ere 
3,857 classrooms. There aro today 
27,000 miles of good roads In Mani¬ 
toba, 3,508 of which are under the 
Good Hoads Act." 

Tracing tho rlso of the dairy Indus¬ 
try In the province, Mr. Evans point¬ 
ed out that In 1912, Manitoba Import¬ 
ed 55 carloads of butter 


The future of tho paper Industry, 
and, Indeed, tho future of the whole 
trade of printing, has often caused 
auxlety for those closely connected 
with either, owing to tho diminishing 
euppiy of piper material from wood. 
The United States has becomo the 
greatest consumer of paper In tho 
world, and as its own soft-wood sup¬ 
plies have neared exhaustion, the Can¬ 
adian forci.8 have been more and 
more drawn upon. This has created 
on Immense export trade In pulp and 
paper, which is at present of vital Im¬ 
portance In maintaining Canada's fav- j 
orable balance of trade. The report 
of the commission which recently In¬ 
vestigated the pulpw’ood situation in 
Canada showed that tho visible supply 
of wood was in danger of exhaustion 
within some thirty to fifty years, ac¬ 
cording to conditions In different prov¬ 
inces. ATter that, whatT That was 
the question. 

K< cult ly The London Morning Post! 
published an Issue on paper made from ! 
straw, and the Information given In I 
that connection is of tile greatest Im¬ 
portance. Tho paper was made by 
De Valne's rtraw* pulp process, which! 
sceuis to have lifted tho question at 1 
nueo from theory to practice. The 
trouble In the pa3t with straw paper 
has been Its brittleness, but ten years 
of experiment have overcome this dif¬ 
ficulty. lining E3 chemicals only com¬ 
mon salt and -lime. This has been 
carried out In French factories, and, 
according to The Post, it Is to bo con¬ 
tinued on a large scalo in Canada. 

If stiuw becomes the raw material 
for paper, Canada’s position will be 
entirely satisfactory, as It will mean 
the use of an enormous by-product of 
farming whl.h Is now wasted. It Is 
rs.imated that seven million tons of 
straw are burned annually In Canada 
alone. In Eastern Canada there Is 
use for straw In connection with the 
livestock industry, but In the west the 
burning of tho straw after harvest 
and threshing every autumn, making 
a trail of fire night by night from the 
Ontario bomdary to the Hockies, is a 
sad feature of unbalanced industry. 
The advent of straw-paper making will 
bring nddi.ional revenue, more em¬ 
ployment, preservo a great Industry 
for the world, and retain an export 
tiade lor Canada of .first- importance. 

The Post does not supply compara¬ 
tive figures of cost, nor suggest that 
rtraw may be a competitor 6f wood 
while the latter remains plentiful Tho 
paper Industry lias been ouo of tho 
most progr »3slve in the whole* realm 
of manufacturing In the post few 
years, and It may be assumed that the 
new sources cf raw’ material will be 
used with tho keenest intelligence.— 
Toronto Globe. 


Well Potted On Weed Problems 


Canada's Best Known Town 


So far as tho Vancouver Province 
can Judge, tho empire settlement 
scheme Is going to prove a success. 
The plan Is to place three thousand se¬ 
lected British families on farms In 
Canada In three years. The Cana¬ 
dian Government Is providing the 
farms, which aro for sale on easy 
terms, and will help tho newcomers 
got established. Tho Brlilsh Gov¬ 
ernment Is advancing money, not ex¬ 
ceeding about £300 per family for 
livestock and machinery. The set¬ 
tlers are b< ing placed In districts that 
are fairly well settled, and will not 
have tho hardships and loneliness of 
pioneering to endure. There are 
neighbors, and arrangements are made 
for friendly assistance from these. 

"Tho plan Is promising, but It is be¬ 
ing cnoductod on a very small scale," 
the Provlnco says. "There are two 
reasons for this. It Is in the experi¬ 
mental stage yet, and the families who 
are given assistance are so carefully 
selected that no great number can 
measure up to the requirements. If 
It is to be expanded, as It should be, 
once Its merits aro proven, it will 
probably bo necessary to take In peo¬ 
ple who have had no great acquaint¬ 
ance with rural life, and to oxtend the 
period of probation or adopt some 
means of training such as was sug¬ 
gested by Lord Burnham in his address 
to the Vancouver Canadian Clubs. 

"Strange as It may seem, tho num¬ 
ber of farms avnllable Is at present 
also limited, for the only land being 
utilized for empire settlement con¬ 
sists of property taken up uuder the 
soldier settlement scheme and aban¬ 
doned. In a country like this, with 
millions of uniillod acres within easy 
reach of railways, there should ho no 
difficulty in getting farms for all who 
wish them, and if the scheme is to do 
Its best for tho settlers and for the 
Dominion, some means will have to bo 
found of bringing this land under cul¬ 
tivation. Wo aro a very much scat¬ 
tered country, und might, with consld 
; crable advantage, devoto some atten- 
1 lion to becoming moro compact. 

"It is quite possible that families 
r.ccustomco to farm life might be se- 
> cured more mtlly on the continent of 
Europe than in Great Britaip. Hut

U. 8. Federal Officer Comments On 
Saskatchewan Farmers' 
Knowledge 

Saskatchewan farmers have a better 
knowledge of weeds than their broth¬ 
ers In Minnesota and the Dakotas, In 
the opinion of W. M. Talbot, Washing¬ 
ton, of tho U. 8. department of agricul¬ 
ture, who has just coneludod an In¬ 
vestigation of weed problems In Sas¬ 
katchewan and Manitoba. 

Mr. Talbot said tho farmers in Min¬ 
nesota and tho Dakotas were becom¬ 
ing worried about the menace to 
their prosperity brought about by tho 
prevalence of weeds, particularly the 
perennial sov thistle, and had asked 
tho government for assistance. lie 
had come to Saskatchewan to find out 
what tho government was doing here 
In this mat'er, and to learn how they 
were combatting the perennial bow 
thistle. 

In his opinion the Saskatchewan 
Weed Act was a good law, particularly 
because it left plenty of room for the 
vnrlous parties Interested In tho des¬ 
truction of w’eeds to co-operate and 
make a real clean-up. •

Large Portion Of B.C. Crop Absorbed 
By Prairie Provinces 

Apples are the outstanding commer¬ 
cial fruit of Canada, according to a re¬ 
cent report of the Dominion depart¬ 
ment of agriculture. 

Whllo a large portion of tho British 
Columbia crop Is absorbed by the 
three prairie provinces which took 
2,225.000 boxes last year, shipments of 
apples from British Columbia to Eur¬ 
ope are steadily Increasing. In 1024, 
GG3 carloads of British Columbia ap¬ 
ples wore exported, of which 2C7 went 
to Great Britain. Apple exports out 
of Vancouver last year totalled 105,- 
587 boxes compared with 84,328 the 
previous year. Of these 61.024 went 
to Great Britain. 

British Columbia Is now third to 
Nova Scotia and Ontario In apple 
growing. 


Wheat Pool Great Help to Farmers 
Say* Commissioner 

Many Saskatchewan farmers havo 
been ablo to finance thoir operations 
on the land this year for the first time 
without having to borrow money, ac¬ 
cording to Ed.

A Lesson In Evolution 
Tho report that homesick buffalo re¬ 
cently shipped north are beading for 
the prairies, illustrates a lesson la 
evolution.

Victoria.—If the British Columbia 
legislature decides to complete the 
Pacific Great Eastern Hallway to 
Prince George it must be prepared to 
*P©nd about $1,750,000 on the project, 
according to estimates completed n 
*horl time ago, Premier Oliver an 
tiounced on his return here from an 
Inspection of the government-owned 
railway. 

“'I he railway itself is in pretty good 
condition, although It needs a good 
deal of ballasting work, and the re¬ 
placements will be envy,” the pre¬ 
mier said. 

He refused to discuss the govern¬ 
ment’a attitude on the proposal that 
the legislature authorize the comple¬ 
tion or the railway Into Prince George 
at the next session. It is understood, 
however, that the cabient will con¬ 
sider it carefully before the houst- 
liieets.

Australia Benefits 

From Preferetace 

British Government Pursuing Policy 
Of Assistance to Producers 

London.—Australia is reaping the 
largest benefits from imperial prefer¬ 
ence granted by the Baldwin Govern- . 
ment as was generally predicted when 
they were Introduced. 

The London Times cable from Ade- I 
lalde quotes the Australian minister ' 
for markets as slating that according 1 
to the latest estimate, Australia is 
benefit ting under the imperial pref¬ 
erence scheme to the extent of £850,- 1 
000 in the current year on sultanas, 
sugnr, wines and currants. Efforts 
are also being made to arrange a pref- ‘ 
crenco with New Zealand while the 
Canadian preference will come into 
operation shortly. 

The government is vigorously pur¬ 
suing a policy of assistance to pro¬ 
ducers in the effective marketing 
overseas of their surplus products and 
over £ 200,000 lias already been ad¬ 
vanced to help jthem with their pres¬ 
ent crops. The general outlook for 
producers is more hopeful for many 
years to come.

Winnipeg.—A recent Interview giv¬ 
en out in the east by Hon. Manning 
Doherty was attacked by A. J. Mac¬ 
Phall, president of the central selling 
agency of the prairie wheat pools, who 
was here attending the regular month¬ 
ly meeting of the organization. 

lie termed Mr. Doherty’s statements 
with regard to the amount the wheat 
pool would pay the western farmer In 
the 1921 crop as “pure guess work.” 

"Up to date,” he said, "no ono has 
been Informed by us In advanco of any 
of our proposed payments. Person¬ 
ally, I do not think that I will be in a 
position to make a statement on the 
matter before I return to Hegina.” 

Manning Doherty, former minister 
of agriculture In Ontario, in an in¬ 
terview at Toronto, said members of 
last year’B wheat pool In Western 
Canada would be able to defray a good 
part of their threshing costs this year 
by means of a further 10 -cent payment 
on the 1924 crop, t(Tl>o made probably 
in September. Mr. Doherty had Just 
returned from a tour of the west. 

Mr. Doherty, in his interview, also 
predicted a wheat crop for the west 
this year of between 350,000,000 and 
400,000,000 bushels, which is some 
25,000,000 bushels in excess of the 
latest estimate of the Dominion bur¬ 
eau of statistics. 

Belgium Approves Note

Passes New Tariff Act

German Duties Will Restrict United 
States Exports to Country 

j Berlin.—The new tariff act, which 
was passed without amendment by the 
Reichstag provides for conspicuously 
high rates on foodstuffs and various 
categories of industrial products, in¬ 
cluding automobiles. 

The new duties are intended to cur¬ 
tail United States exports to Germany, 
it is indicated in official quarters, how-

Railway Commission Is To Conduct 
Exhaustive Investigation 

Ottawa, Ont.—One of the most im¬ 
portant investigations from an econ¬ 
omic point of view which lias ever 
taken place In Canada, is now under 
way. This is the inquiry into rail 
way rates throughout the Dominion, 
for which the decks were cleared at 
the last session of parliament. The 
railway commission, Canada’s rate- 
controlling body, with hands set free 
by statutory enactment, has embark¬ 
ed upon an exhaustive investigation 
into tlie rate structure of the Domin¬ 
ion with the object of equalizing rail¬ 
way rates throughout Canada. 

It is understood that the board of 
railway commissioners hopes by this 
process of acceptance and examina¬ 
tion of written submissions to narrow 
down the field which must later be 
covered in oral argument. When all 
interested parties who are to do so 
have filed their cases, the board will 
proceed to hold sittings throughout 
Canada, at which evidence will be ad¬ 
duced for and against changes in the 
present rates structure, and arguments 
presented. 
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Perfect Plans

Chairman Appeals For Co-operation in

Regina.— Hon. J. A. Cross, attorney-

As chairman of the unity committee, 
Colonel McAra lias issued an appeal 
to all ex-service men in tin* province, 
within and without any organization, 
for co-operation in the work about to 
be undertaken. 

India Objects To Protocol 

Claims It Would Mean Great Military 
and Financial Burden 

Geneva.—In a communication sent 
to the League of Nations, the Indian 
Government declares that the Geneva 
peace protocol would be inimical to 
India’s interests. 

The communication asserts that 
India’s geographical position would 
mark her us u nation upon which the 
League, under the protocol, ordinar¬ 
ily would call to apply Immediate 
sanctions against recalcitrant states 
in the east. This would place upon 
India a burden, military and financial, 
which tlie country would not be able 
to bear, the communication adds, and 
also would subject the various Indian 
religious communities to an unwar¬ 
ranted strain. 

To Buy Machinery 

Manchester, Eng. — A delegation 
from the All-Russia textile syndicate 
is here after a visit to Germany for 
the purpose of negotiating for the pur¬ 
pose of textile machinery lor use in 
Russia, amounting to*four or five mil¬ 
lion pounds. 


f London.--The Mnrquis of Londnn- 
jderry, who is a great coal mine own- 
rr * ■ peaking in Wales intimated that 
if A. J. Took, general secretary of the

Scientists Also Say Nsxt Three Years 
Will See Little 8ummir 

Arc 1926 end tho two or three years 
Immediately following it golug to havo 
very severe winters, with little or no 
summer? 

This is tho question scientists are 
trying to answer. They state that 
the likelihood is that next summer, 
and the two or three summers itn 
mediately following it, will be 
periods of many storms, much rain 
fall, and a minimum of sunshine. 

Dr. R. E. Delury. assistant director 
of the Dominion observatory, states 
thst the reason Is that during tho next 
two or three years, sun spots will 
reach a maximum number, and the 
sunlight coming through to the earth 
will be reduced to a minimum not 
achieved since about 262 years ago. 
when tho last sun spot maximum was 
reached. 

The 262-year cycle, in tho past, 
coincides with pestilences, poor 
crops, little or no summer, and other 
disasters. 


Various Tress Register Fairly Accur* 
ate Record of Seatons 

Scientists of the Field Museum of 
Natural History expect to learn what 
tho weather has been like for 200 
years or more In the vicinity of Chi¬ 
cago by studying the rings on oak and 
willow stumps. It has been found 
that trees of various kinds register 
within their trunks a fairly accurato 
record of the seasons, because tho 
wood that grew in the summer and 
that which grow in tho spring can be 
distinguished in tho annual rings. Dy 
thoHo comparisons, deductions as to 
the amount of rainfall and sunshine 
that tho trees received can bo made. 
Carrying tho study further, the micro¬ 
scope is expected to disclose what 
part of the wood was formed during 
cold, rainy and dry seasons, for the 
structure of (ho little sap tubes differs 
according*to these conditions. . Ex¬ 
periments and observations also have 
shown that tho greatest growth in 
trees- occurs on tho sldo opposite to 
tho dlrectio.i of tho winds. For in¬ 
stance. thcro aro trees in Colorado in 
which tho heart of tho trunk is close 
to tho bark on tho side from which tho 
prevailing winds blow. 


Strange Marine Monster Seen Off 
Northern Coast ef B.C. 

Children of tho Queen Charlotte Is¬ 
lands. off the uorthern British Colum¬ 
bia coast, who for two months told 
thi ir parents of a sea serpent they had 
noticed disporting Itself off shore, had 
their stories verified when a strange 
marine monster wan seen by settlers 
off Graham island, according to a re¬ 
port received by John P. Babcock, 
deputy commissioner of fisheries, from 
John J. Van Valkonbcrg. 

'When I saw tho animal golug down 
the Inlet, ho was travelling with the 
tide, with the slow, wriggling motion 
that a land snake employs When swim 
mlng at leisure," Mr. Van Valkonbcrg 
wrote. "The head and about six or 
eight feet of tho body was above the 
surface. When it submerged, its 
body came up In a long spiral like a 
rope being dragged over a submerged 
object. its tail did not come out, so 
that I was unable to see its sire pre¬ 
cisely. 

"The bodv was round, or a short 
oval, dark green, almost black on the 
back, and growing lighter underneath, 
w itlx spots of black.

Map of Fond du Lac Rivsr Basin Has 
Bean Published 

During the summer of 1924, a party 
of Dominion Government surveyors 
left tho railroad At The Pas, Mani¬ 
toba, and emerged from the north- j 
land at Waterways, Alberta. In¬ 
cidental to Their survey work they 1 
travelled a main canoe route of 700 
miles involving 46 portages and com¬ 
pleted their Journey with a 380-mlle 
trip by gas boat from Fond du I.ac 
on Lake Athabasca to Waterways. 

As a result of their Journey and sur 
voy, tho topographical survey depart¬ 
ment of tho interior recently publish 
od a map of the Fond du I*ac River 
basin, which may bo secured from the 
department for a small fee. 

The survey of Wollaston Lake iyid 
Fond du Lac River has greatly ex¬ 
tended knowledge of the geography ol 
the country. An interesting feature 
of the district is that Wollaston Lake 
covering nearly 1,000 square miles and 
over 60 feet deep lies on a summit 
and has two large outlets. Fond du 
I*ac River draining to Lake Athabasca 
and thence to tho Arctic Ocean and 
Cochrane River draining to Reindeer 
!.ako nnd through Reindeer and 
Churchill Rivers to Hudson Hay. The 
surveyors report good fishing to be 
hAd, the trout in Wolluslon Lake 
weighing up to forty fivo pounds.

Enormous Pressure Estimated In 
Great Deplha of Ocean 

The sea is deeper than we thought, 
and the valleys in its bid aro a far 
greater distance down than the high¬ 
est mountains are up. 

It is a curious coincidence that 
when Everest, the world’s tallest peak, 
has been all but conquered, and more 
careful measurements of its height 
have shown no increase over former 
estimates, that u new sounding of the 
sea has shown a depth a fifth of a mile 
greater than was previously known. 

The pressure at these great depths 
Is enormous. 


Fat Counteracts Bad Property In All, 
Cereals 

Until recently no one was able to 
my just why bread and butter are al¬ 
ways associated as articles of our 
diet. It has now been shown that 
there is such a substance as an "anti- 
vitamin," or good property, which nul¬ 
lifies the influence of the bad property- 
in bread and other cereals. The new 
discovery shows, for example, why the 
people of the cold north eat blubber 
and animal oils, while people of the 
south .use olive and vegetable oils. 
Animal oils, it has been found, have 
properties that are possessed by the 
sun’s rays.
